Notwithstanding the cavils of a portion of 
the party press the discreet and able letter 
of Hon. Clarkson N. Potter, printed ye.ster- 
day, is calculated to quiet anxiety a.s to the 
ctl'eot of the investigation to bo conducted 
by a CDiinnittee of which he is chairman. 
Candid citixens will accept as sincere the 
declaration of Mr. Potter’s jiorsonal belief 
that the investigation will not upset Presi­ 
dent Hayes’ title. 
They will be glad of 
this 
disclaimer by the gentleman who 
holds the most conspicuous and iniluentinl 
position in 
the 
inquiry. 
To bo sure, 
the tono of his declarations is halting, 
though 
conservative; 
but we do 
not 
see how ho could have gone further with­ 
out discrediting the investigation of which 
ho is the appointed champion. 
He does 
not depart from the rble assigned him by his 
party in attem pting to quiet public ajipre- 
honsions ; but it is not his cuo to belittle 
the investigation or to predict that nothing 
serious will come of it. 
His republican 
critics do not make allowance for the ex­ 
igencies of Mr. Potter’s position. 
All that 
could reasonably have been expected from 
the loading advocate of the investigation 
and the chairman of the committee was a 
disavowal of revolutionary intentions. 
It 
was not for him 
to 
suggest 
doubts 
as to the expediency of a new scru­ 
tiny of the frauds, that being a mat­ 
ter on which 
he 
has 
gone too far 
to retreat ; but it is quite consistent with 
bis position and party relations to show, or 
attem pt to show, that the prosecution of 
the inquiry need not be disquieting. There 
is force in some of the reasons he assigns, 
but a more cogent reason why the investiga­ 
tion will not disturb either Mr. Hayes or 
the country is that no new facts of impor­ 
tance are likely to be developed. 
Wo be­ 
hove that the investigation will prove to 
be a fiasco, and therefore attach no impor­ 
tance to such of Mr. Potter’s expressions as 
point to possible ulterior consequences. 
“ What,” says he, “ if anything, should be 
done because of the inquiry, must depend 
upon the results of the inquiry.” Appear­ 
ances indicate that the results of the in­ 
quiry will not bé im portant enough to jus­ 
tify ulterior action, and that the reports of 
the committee will be of little consequence, 
even as campaign literature. 
Holding this view and entertaining for 
Mr. Potter personally sentiments of un­ 
feigned respect, we think wo can discuss 
his committee and its aims in a temperate 
and dispassionate spirit. 
Even from his 
own points of view this investigation is a 
mistake, although it is politically impo.Tsi- 
ble for him to say so, even if he begins to 
suspect that the mountain in travail will 
bring forth a mouse. 
A purposeless inves­ 
tigation would be an absurdity, and since 
Mr. Potter declares that it is not the purpose 
of the im pending investigation to dispos­ 
sess President Hayes we wish he had defined, 
with at least some distant attempt at pre­ 
cision, what its aim really is. In ono part of 
his letter Mr. Potter denounces returning 
boards; but he admits in tho same breath 
that they can do little harm when federal 
troops are not stationed to" support and abet 
them in the perpetration of frauds. 
Mr. 
Potter’s argument on this point is a mud­ 
dle. 
Let us separate tho two questions 
which ho confounds. 
The propriety of re­ 
turning boards is one question; tho inter- 
forenoc of federal soldiers to control the 
counting of votes in an election is another 
and different question. 
What is called a 
returning board is simply a hoard of State 
canvassers, such as exists, in some form, in 
all the States, and is a noucssary part of 
tho machinery for ascertaining the result 
of elections. 
The powers with which 
such boards are clothed are within the 
exclusive jurisdiction of tho Stuto govom- 
monts, and Congress has no authority to 
interfere with State discretion iu organ­ 
izing tho State Hoard of Canvassers. 
Mr. 
Potter’s invective ngainst returning boards 
is therefore irrelevant from every point of 
view, and especially from tho democratic 
point of view, which respects the right of 
tho States to tuauago their own elections. 
This part of Mr. Potter’s letter is weak, 
illogical nnd undemocratic. 
If it bo tho 
puri>ose of tlic investigation to suppress tho 
returning boards which 
ho denounces 
its aim is repugnant to tho constitution as 
it has always boon interpreted by tho deiuo- 
crntio party itself. 
Hut if tho investigation looks to the pre­ 
vention of federal iutorfcroneo or tho em­ 
ploym ent of federal troops to influence the 
voting or tho counting of votes in a State 
Mr. Potter’s committee Is organizing a cam­ 
paign ngainst dead corjiscs on an old field 
of buttle. 
The policy of lodcrul intcr.'cr- 
enco ill State elections is exploded nnd 
ubnndnnod. 
It is a danger which has Lc- 
como so chimerical that citizens of the 
Sonthorn States have ceased to have any 
further approhcnsions on the subject. 
Hut 
unless military inttrfereuce should bo re­ 
peated there is not tho slightest danger of 
future frauds like thnsu perpetrated iu 
Xjonisinna and Florida. So long as tho dcm- 
ocrutB control either branch oí Congress it 
is in their power to pri-veiit tho use ol 
tn o p s in .Stato ele.itions, nnd there is no 
iiei'd of investigation to justify tho with­ 
holding of such power. 
If tho army keeps 
“ hamls ofl'” there can h i no reinuition of 
the frauds of 1870, and the democrats h.ivo 
power enough to restrain the army. 
As a 
nieann of prevention this inveBtigation is, 
therefore, idle and usuloss. 
Notiiing which 
it can supply can reinforce tho argurneut 
for restraining the army from the kind of 
interference whieh was practised during tho 
existonco of tho cnrpet-bng governments. 
It is preposterous to nssert that Mr. Potter’s 
investigation is ucccssary for any preventive 
purtiosa. 
Hut if its object is rem edial—and Mr. 
Potter does not deny that H tho new evi­ 
dence of fraud should bo forniidnblo it 
may be used to uni.eat Mr. Hayes—then we 
have DO hesitation in m aintaining that tho 
purposo of the investigation is revolution­ 
ary. 
It would bn an innovation on nli pre­ 
vious practice, an innovation on tbo settled 
principles of tho constitution, to contest 
on any grounds whatever, the titlo of a 
President who lias boon nearly two years In 
ofllco. 
Even in adm itting the bare possi­ 
bility that tho investigation may disclose 
facts which will justify an attem pt to put 
Mr. Hayos out of offic'', Mr. Pottor utters a 


revolutionary sentiment. 
Nothing is so 
strongly 
imprtbsed 
upon 
the 
whole 
sohemo of electing our Presidents as tho 
purposo to shut out all controvei-sy for tho 
eubuiug four years when an election has 
boon ouee decided. 
This paramount pur­ 
pose to exclude all subsequent controversy 
rises above all questions respecting tho 
wishes and intentions of voters. 
If there 
be not a clear majority of the clectoVal 
votes the House of licpresentatives may 
elect tho lowest candidate in the list, and 
the election is as valid us if that candidate 
had 
Loon the unanimous 
choico of the 
people. 
This goes on the principle that it 
is better to have the question ended, once 
fur all, than to make sorupulons inqui­ 
ries 
into the wishes 
of 
voters. 
In­ 
stead 
of providing for a new election 
by the people when there is no choice 
tbo question is subm itted to u House of 
Eepresentativea elected 
more than two 
years previously, which may be out of har­ 
mony with the wishes of the people ut tho 
time when tho three highest candidates are 
voted on, and tho lowest of them all moy bo 
constitutionally chosen. 
The evident pur­ 
pose of this provision is to avoi^ tho tur­ 
moil and disturbance of a disputed suc- 
ccBsiou. 
The framers of the constitution 
carefully subordinated tho wishes of voters 
to the tranquillity of the country. 
The 
President pro teihpore jb i the Scuato or 
tho accidental 
Speakft 
of the 
House 
may become 
the 
constitutional Pfosi- 
dent 
of the 
United States, 
although 
no citizen 
voted 
for 
him or would 
have voted for him if there had been an op- 
i jTortuuity. 
80 much more im portant is it 
doomed to avoid a disputed succession than 
to have a President who was elected by a 
popular majority. 
A leading object in devising oar system 
of electing the President was to avoid in­ 
trigues and cabals. 
With this purposo a 
body of electors is chosen in each State and 
required ta meet and vote in their separate 
States on the same day in order to pre­ 
clude the possibility of concert and in­ 
trigue. 
Hut if the question of a President’s 
title can be reopened when it has 
once 
been 
settled, 
any 
time 
during 
the 
four years, 
thero is opened a bound­ 
less 
field for 
plots and 
cabals, 
and 
we shall have a constant succession of in­ 
trigues to upset the titlo and depose from 
office Presidents who have been regularly 
inaugurated. 
This is a mischief against 
which the framers of the constitution 
guarded with extraordinary pains, and if 
Mr. Potter’s clear intellect were not tran­ 
siently obscured by his sense of party 
fealty ho would recognize tho gross repug­ 
nance to the constitution of attem pts to dis­ 
pute the title of a President in' office.

In 
several 
places 
tho 
girders 
and 
posts aro not only allowed to remain an nn- 
veasoDublu longtli of time iu the ruo<l, bat 
are thrown crosswise between tho columns 
and the curbstone, or piled 1 > so close to 
tho horse railroad tmek as t - lulangir tho 
lives of persons getting on or off tho cars. 
Ill ono iuHtaucu a passenger who was stand­ 
ing on thu step of an open car, endeavoring 
to get aboard, had his foot builly lacerated 
uy ono of these iron girders. 
The caroloss- 
ness with which they arc thrown in the 
road, npi»nreutly wherever the truek driv­ 
ers choose 
to 
dump them, is evident 
to every person who travels on the avenue. 
Thero is no reason why tho road should be 
thus blocked and obstructed, to tho annoy­ 
ance and injury of tho residents. 
Tho 
girders whiuh arc now laid Hut on the road 
and thrown crosswise between tho railroad 
track and the curbstone, tlins, iu many in­ 
stances, entirely Idockiiig tho side road and 
patting a stop to travel, might easily be 
plnued 
on 
their 
edges 
against 
tlio 
columns. 
They would then only prevent 
vehielos «nd passengers Ironi crossing the 
traek hero and there, nnd would lea\o the 
road on tho side of tho traek unobstructed. 
In no case ought they to bo piled with their 
edges toward and close to the horse cars. 
The company would, no dunht, be respon­ 
sible in dnmugos for any injuiy to Ufo or

So far as can bo judged the arrangements 
for the meeting of the Congress at Herlin 
proceed smoothly. 
Tim imiirovcment iu 
tho diplomatic situation is felt along the

thorn, 
so 
that 
by 
no possibility can an accidental colli­ 
sion occur to create a ■ fresh difficulty. 
Tho occupation of Adakalch by Austria 
is stated by our St. 
Petersburg corre­ 
spondent to have provoked little or no com­ 
ment there, it being understood to be tho 
result of 
a* secret understanding with 
Austria, which, it would seem, has also at 
last consented to occupy BosniiL 
This all 
looks promising. 
Tho circular sent oxit by 
Germany invites the Powers to discuss tho 
Treaty of San Stefano, which signifies that 
the whole treaty will be laid before it. 
Tho 
Congress at Berlin, it is believed, will dis­ 
cuss the general principios and leave the 
settlement of details to tho ambassadors 
at Constantinople, and will reassemble to 
ratify the results. 
Lord Salisbury is spoken 
of as the English representativo, and as 
continued illness prevents the possibility of 
Prince Gortschakoff’s attending on the part 
of Itussja, that Power will probably bo rep­ 
resented by General Ignatieff, unless the 
Czar is in a yielding mood, when Count 
•Schouvalofl: will have the host chnnoe. 
Certainly the framer of tho treaty could 
best defend it, but where 
it, will bo 
undoubtedly a question of cutting it down 
another than Ignatieff can do it with better 
grace. On tho other hand, if, as Ignatieff has 
said, the treaty has been made with such a 
liberal amount of selvage that it can be liber­ 
ally clipped without spoiling the design, ho 
would know hotter than anybody elsewhere 
it would bo necessary to cry halt to tho con­ 
gressional scissors. 
The thanks of Europe 
will bo due to Princo Bismarck if war has 
been avoided. Never was there greater need 
of grasping firmly the nettle, danger, to 
pluck the flower, safety. 


Barcelona*» B u rn in g <lu»atlon. 
Spain is to bo congratulated on her latest 
insurrection. 
She cannot very well get on 
without one, and as it is a necessity she 
is right in making it as light as possible. 
The Carlists are q u ie t; the intransigentes 
are'cowed and have no chance of running 
amuck with iron-clod war vessels or cap­ 
turing fortresses like Cartagena without' 
trouble ; tbo republicans are out of season 
and the military party is iu power, so that 
the casual observer would Imagine that 
Spain was doomed to an ignominious do­ 
mestic peace. Several noble Dons have been 
casting about for the chance of a fight 
with 
the 
Moors 
or with Portugal or 
some Power handy to whip, 
but 
not 
to bo whipped completely until the army 
contracts had yielded thoir accustomed 
profits to the patriots who had thoughtfully 
provided Spain with the luxury of a fight. 
The simple people of Barcelona, however, 
now come forward with a comfortable little 
row of a kind novel to Spain. 
There was a 
municipal tax laid on gas in that thriving 
city, and the giis companies, instead of 
paying it, had thff temerity to appoint them­ 
selves a committee to collect it irom tho 
consnmers, just as if they were in frco 
America. 
Tho citizens would see tho com­ 
panies consumed before they would pay, 
and they ceased burning tho gas of despot­ 
ism ; they “ prooouuced,” which is the 
proper thing to do in Spain, and which 
moans that they wouldn’t sttind it. 
Tho 
stores, all but a few, closed at sunset, and 
tho 
authorities wanted 
to 
have them 
opened, that they might burn the obnoxious 
gas. 
This was a failure. 
Tho trouble has 
lasted for six weeks and is working to a 
charm. 
The authorities are making war on 
tho newspapers, fining the editors by the 
cubio foot. 
The great gas insurrection 
of Barcelona blocks ail other topics in tho 
Cortes. 
Tbo opposition send forth jets of 
blazing eloquence, and tbo hirelings of 
despotism heap oratorical coals upon the. 
heads of the opposition. 
Tho retort courte­ 
ous has given place to tho gas retort. 
Coke 
is tho great legal authority exploited by 
both parties, and ho is hurled in chunks 
during tho debates. 
War songs arc written 
in gas metro, and Minister Lowell is induct­ 
ing tho gas party into tho mysteries of “Iny- 
ing pipe,” although his predecessor, Gen­ 
eral Caleb Cushing, could 
havo 
done 
better in that direction. 
Long-winded 
orators 
arc 
already colled 
gas' bags, 
and tho Bresidcnt instead of announcing an 
ailjournmcnt “ turns off’ the discussion. At 
last wo can say, “ Happy Spain 1’ 
She is 
finding out the way to have a row Without 
blood-letting. This is progress. Who knows 
but the Barcelona gas battle xvill be pointed 
to hcrcaltcr as tho luminous spot in Span­ 
ish history when Spaniards first learned how 
a little local squabble may be made to lur- 
nish national excitement, with tho incen­ 
diary leaders in the guise of laiuji-iigliturs. 
They should send a deputation over her^ to 
sit among our Aldermen with powers to go 
to Wushingluu when the tieetoral question 
Is up in the House. 
Then they would leuru 
more aKmt gas in a couple of hours than in 
Barcelona or M aJrid in a year.

It has, on the most absurd pre­ 
tences, ruled out some of the best amateurs 
as being “ prolessiuiials,” although it is well 
known that tho “ practice” rather than tho 
“ prolostions” of tho excluded oarsmen is 
what was objectionable to the clubs of tho 
National .\ssooiation, under whoso control 
tbo Watkins regatta has been suffi red to 
pass. 
One of tliu members of the Watkins 
Bcgatia Cominittco, in a minority report 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
those 
unwarrant­ 
able 
disqnalifioations, 
stated 
that the 
NautiliH 
pair 
had 
been 
disqualified 
because on an cx parlo slatomuul, witliout 
any notion to th< ni, it b,ol been alleged that 
they hinl rowed last yoar in tlio Long Bnmolr 
regatta against an oarsiuau named Smith, 
and that * *801110 dead man had said that 3Ir. 
Smith had some timoboioro fished lor him .” 
The “prutnstants” against the New York 
Nautilus pair were the Betroit pair and tho 
Northwosterni, but yesterday’s mees proved 
that they did not “protest ’ enough, as they 
were beaten by another New York pair, tho 
Atalantas, with ease. 
If they had supposed 


thero had been any danger of this result 
they would have found some pretence for 
protesting against and disqualifying the 
Atalanta as well as the Nautilus orew. 
Tho most comical feature of this inuke-bei 
lieve amateur regatta is, however, to be 
found iu tho fact that while thosé who con­ 
trol it are assuming to disqualify as “ama­ 
teurs” such oarsmen as they have reason to 
fear, they are engaged iu a contest which in 
reality makes them all “profassionals,” and 
would be a positive bar against their recep­ 
tion iu England us amateurs. 
They are 
rowing one and ail for money prizes, xvhicb 
is prohibited strictly by all amateur rules 
in every country. 
A wealthy gentleman 
who is at the head ol the W atkins Glen 
Rowing Club offers as prizes enough money 
to pay the expenses of the winning crews to 
Europe; in other words, these famous and ex­ 
clusive amateurs are rowing for their passage 
money and their board and lodging bills. 
The prizes are so many dollars with which 
to pay their expenses when they go over to 
Henley to represent themselves as “ama­ 
teur” oarsmen of tho United States. 
Of 
course the lact that they havo rowed for 
money will absolutely disqualify them as 
amateurs in Europe, no amateur being al­ 
lowed to row directly or indirectly for 
money or gain of any kind other than hon­ 
orable medals, colors or cups. 
It makes no 
difference whether tho money that is now 
being rowed lor at Seneca Lake goes directly 
into the pockets of these sensitive “ama­ 
teurs” or is used to pay their Imlging, board 
and washing bills. 
It i.s a money prize all 
tho same, and tbo act of entering into such 
contests disqualifies as amateurs every man 
who pulls an oar in them.

The death of a man eighty-six years old, 
who passed sixty busy years in English 
political life; who dupng that period 
filled 
the 
most 
im portant 
offices 
in 
the governm ent; 
who was commoner, 
peer, Cabinet Minister and Premier, always 
in the Iront of the political battle and always 
a power, must attract attention. 
For years 
“Lord John,” as he was best known, had 
scarcely appeared in public life, and was 
only remembered on the occasional appear- 
anoe of a querulous pamphlet on religions 
questions. His life labor was completed long 
before ho died, and there has been ample 
time to assign him his place in the history 
of his country. 
Ho was not a great man. 
Successful personally, he was not generally 
successful in his undertakings. 
Ho was 
the son of a duke and a whig of whigs. 
To 
have 
allied himself to tho progressive 
party 
at 
the 
time it needed 
every 
tittle of influence it could obtain, and 
to have taken tho lead in laying the most 
im portant legislative act of the century— 
the Reform bill of 1832—before Parliament 
secures him a distinction to which nothing 
ho attained iu after life has m aterially 
added, although it marked tho begin­ 
ning of 
his 
long M inisterial 
career. 
He was pertinacious in asserting himself, 
but bis popularity was never very groat 
during the past quarter century, although 
no ono sought it more eagerly; for he be­ 
came afraid of the force ho had helped 
to unloose, and was narrow and preju­ 
diced 
to 
a 
degree 
on 
almost 
every 
question save 
the 
suffrage. 
In 
mat­ 
ters of religion he was bigotry personi­ 
fied. 
To Amoric.T, ho was known as tho 
pretentious qnibbler of the Alabama oorre- 
sixmdenco; in Ireland his name was de­ 
tested because of his attitude to its people 
during the terrible famine years and on 
the Eoolesiastical' Titles bill. 
In England 
the present genwation knew him as the 
m cdd^ng rem nant of the bygone day when 
he approached greatness.
